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School  Buildings  and  Grounds 

A  decided  improvement  has  been  brought  about  at 
Whiteface  by  building  a  partition  part  way  across  the 
front  of  the  room.  This  serves  three  purposes.  It  conceals 
the  window  in  front  of  the  pupils;  it  supports  a  new  slate 
blackboard  which  has  been  needed  there;  and  it  provides 
a  place  for  hanging  wraps  where  they  can  be  kept  warm 
in  cold  weather. 

The  Lower  Comer  School  has  a  half-acre  of  playground 
space,  recently  purchased.  In  spite  of  numerous  stones 
and  boulders,  it  provides  a  reasonably  level  space  for  base- 
ball and  other  games. 

Considering  the  enrollment  of  the  school,  the  two-room 
school  at  Center  Sandwich  has  the  least  satisfactory  play- 
ground space.  The  drainage  from  an  adjoining  alder 
swamp  covers  the  lower  end  with  water  at  certain  seasons, 
and  the  brownish  color  of  this  overflow  has  led  some 
people  to  suspect  sewage  contamination.  An  examination 
by  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  proved  that  there  was 
no  indication  of  pollution;  but  the  fact  remains  that  the 
ground  is  swampy  at  the  lower  side  where  the  swings  are 
located,  and  that  drainage  ought  to  be  provided.  An  article 
in  the  warrant  provides  opportunity  for  the  voters  to  act 
on  this  matter  at  the  district  meeting. 


Music  Instruction 

This  year,  under  the  direction  of  Donald  Musgrove,  a 
music  supervisor  with  several  years  of  experience,  our 
teachers  are  making  a  systematic  effort  to  improve  the 
work  in  music  instruction.  Mr.  Musgrove  spends  one  day 
each  week  in  Sandwich,  and  devotes  a  period  of  time  to 
each  school,  teaching  a  music  class  and  assigning  work  to 
be  carried  on  during  the  remainder  of  the  week  by  the 
regular  teacher.  Results  of  this  instruction  are  already 
evident.  It  is  my  belief  that  this  work  is  very  valuable  and 
should  be  continued  during  the  years  to  come. 


High  School  Tuition  Costs 

An  unusually  large  eighth  grade  (18  pupils)  will  in- 
crease considerably  the  number  who  may  be  expected  to 
attend  high  school  next  year.  This  accounts  for  the  in- 
creased estimate  of  tuition  cost  indicated  in  the  budget 
for  1939-1940. 
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Transportation  of  Pupils 

The  law  requires  that  a  school  district  provide  trans- 
portation for  elementary  pupils  who  live  two  miles  or  more 
from  school.  For  younger  children  who  live  not  quite  two 
miles  away,  the  trip  to  school  on  foot  in  severe  weather 
presents  a  real  hardship.  School  boards  in  past  years  have 
declined  to  make  any  provision  for  transportation  in  such 
cases,  since  it  was  not  a  legal  requirement  and  no  funds 
were  provided  for  the  purpose.  It  would  seem  to  the  writer 
that  some  provision  for  carrying  these  pupils,  at  least  dur- 
ing the  winter  months,  would  be  worthwhile.  I  believe 
the  school  board  concurs  in  this  opinion,  and  will  present 
an  article  in  the  school  warrant  providing  an  opportunity 
for  the  district  to  vote  on  the  matter,

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  school 
nurse. 

Pupils  enrolled  and  inspected  119 

Visits  to  schools  139 

Visits  to  homes  152 

Days  spent  in  town  45% 
Transported  to  eye  clinic  7 

Transported  to  dental  clinic  62 

Transported  to  tonsil  clinic  5 

Dr.  Thompson  examined  the  first  and  fifth  grades.  The 
nurse  inspected  the  other  six  grades.  Dr.  Quimby  ex- 
amined all  pupils  in  the  Quimby  School. 

Eye  cases  needing  attention  and  talten  care  of  by  clinic 
rates  were  treated  by  Dr.  R.  A.  Hernandez  in  Laconia.  The 
Sandwich  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  made  possible  these 
corrections.  Dr.  Pottle  very  kindly  permitted  his  dental 
hygienist  to  come  to  Sandwich  and  examine  all  children  at 
the  schools.  At  a  later  date  she  came  to  Sandwich  and 
cleaned  the  teeth  of  all  pupils  who  required  only  a  clean- 
ing to  qualify  for  the  state's  honor  roll.  All  other  pupils 
were  taken  to  Dr.  Pottle's  office  for  treatment.  Thanks  are 
due  to  all  those  who  helped  with  the  transportation  prob- 
lem by  taking  other  people's  children.  A  one  hundred  per 
cent  dental  correction  was  thus  made  possible. 

Part  of  the  tonsilectomies  were  done  on  pre-school  chil- 
dren, thus  getting  them  ready  for  the  school  age  group. 

Many  thanks  are  due  the  Sandwich  Red  Cross  Commit- 
tee for  their  splendid  co-operation.  The  cod  liver  oil  pro- 
vided by  this  organization  has  meant  a  very  great  deal  in 
keeping  the  children  fit.  The  prevalence  of  colds  is  much 
less  and  the  children  appear  less  fatigued  at  the  close  of 
the  winter. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  who  have  helped 
complete  this  constructive  and  corrective  health  program.
